RUMORS OF COMPROHSi 


'.I'he Census Bureau has isbued a 


bulletin which relates to farms and 
homes in Nevada. The figures show 
that 16.12 per cent, of the farms in this 
State are rented and 83.88 per cent, are 
owned by the persons cultivating them. 
Of the farm-owning families 17.17 per 
cent, own subject to mcambranee and 
82.83 per cent, ovm without incom- 
brance. Among 100 farm families 16 
hire their farms, 14 own with ineum- 
brance. 
On farms owned by those 


who cultivate theni, there are liens 
amounting to $807,910, which is 13.13 
per cent, of their value, and this debt 
bears interest at the average rate of 
9.63 per cent., making the average an- 
nual interest charge $357 to each family. 
Each owned and incumbered farm is 
worth on an average $11,188 and is sub- 
ject to a debt of £3,706. 


Regarding homes the bulletin shows 


that 43.02 per cent, of the homes in the 
State are hired, and 56.08 per cent, are 
owned. Of the home owning families 
96.07 own free of incumbrance and 
3.03 
per cent, with incumbrance. Of 


100 home families on an average 44 hire 
their homes, 2 ovm. with incumbrance 
and 54 without incumbrance. The debt 
on owned homes aggregates $297,039, 
or 84.30 per cent, of their value and 
bear interest at the average rate of 
10.19 per cent. So that the annual 
amount of interest to each home aver- 
ages $158. An average debt of $1,555 
incumbers each home, and the average 
value of each home is $4,513. 


The purchase -of real estate and im- 


provements, when not associated with 
other purposes haa caused 53.67 per 
cent, of the farm families to incur 
5165 per cent, of the farm debt and 
63.85 per cent, of the home families to 
incur 65.51 rer cent, of the home debt. 


According to these statistics the 


total incumbranoes on farms and 
homes in Nevada is in round numbers 
$1,100,000, which if correct would be a 
very favorable showing.

CHICAGO, October 9.—A Washington 


special saya Cleveland is getting ready 
for an issue of gold bonds, probably to 
the amount of $100,000,000, either under 
a compromise of the silver bill or under 
the authority the Treasury Depart- 
ment already has. J. Pierpont Morgan, 
of Drexel, Morgan & Co., who helped 
float former issues of bonds, has just 
had a conference with Carlisle and 
Gresham. He goes back to New York 
with information that the best com- 
promise that can be made with the sil- 
ver men is to continue the purchase of 
2,000,000 ounces of silver per month for 
three years and to authorize bonds for 
the purpose of increasing the gold re- 
serve to $200,000,000. 


The silver men may insist upon the 


purchase of 2,600,000 ounces per month. 
If they do they will consent to the pro- 
vision permitting national banks to 
issue circulation to the par value of 
their bonds. Cleveland may repudiate 
the proposed compromise, and may 
even seek to head it off by announcing 
that he will provide for bonds under 
authority he already has. Carlisle's 
emphatic denial of the report from 
Paris that the United States was seek- 
ing to arrange a $100,000,000 bond issue 
abroad, and his boastful declaration 
that no bonds will be issued by the 
Democratic Administration, having no 
bearing on the situation.

PROFITS OF THK 
SUGAR TRPST. 


The New York Journal of Commerce 


demonstrates that the profit of the 
sugar trust for the fiscal year ended 
June 30,1893, was over $28,0000,000. The 
actual value of all the sugar refinery 
properties is given, at $20,000,000, so 
that the profits of the trust every year 
exceed the value of the entire proper- 
ties. 


The present tariff law puts raw sugar 


ou the free list, but places a tariff on 
refined sugars. The trust takes ad- 
vantage of this and puts its own price 
on the refined article. The Journal of 
Commerce says the trust is the "most 
arbitrary monopoly this country ever 
saw or put up with," and several of the 
newspapers say Congress should not 
hesitate to abolish the existing duty on 
refined sugars, and thus break the 
power of the monopoly.

greater percentage injured, bat the rel- 
ative proportion of such in the two 
parts of the orchard seemed not ma- 
terially different from that in the fruit 
still on the trees. 


It is to be noted tfiat the examination 


•was not a close one. Greater care in 
this respect would have revealed more 
injured fruit from the trees experi- 
mented upon. However, the effect of 
the work was noted very much as it 
would be ordinarialy in picking the 
fruit. 


The result of similar spraying by Mr. 


Win. E. Gould in his orchard east of 
town, is very satisfactory. 
Here, too, 


there appears a noticeable difference in 
favor of trees sprayed twice over those 
receiving a single application. 


It is believed that one of the most 


important factors in the work in each 
of these cases was the use of the 
" extension " pole, by which the spray 
nozzle was brought in close proximity 
to the young fruit, thus permitting it 
to become thoroughly wetted. 


While exact information on the above 


results is not available, sufficient can 
be determined to make them very sat- 
isfactory, and the scale upon which 
the work was undertaken gives a fair 
indication of what may be hoped for 
hi this method.

was but partially so. This variation in 
results has without doubt been charge- 
able to a lack of care in the application 
of the poison. 
The results in these 


cases that were satisfactory were quite 
apt not to be considered as indicative 
of results in field practice, owing to the 
small number of trees treated in each 
case. Thus it was to determine the 
cause of former failures and to make 
the conditiona of the experiment con- 
form as nearly as possible to those of 
actual field practice that the following 
work was performed. 


A block of forty-eight trees in the 


orchard of Mr. A. B. Williams, on Sixth 
street, Beno, was selected for treat- 
ment, the remaining portion of the or- 
chard being left untreated to serve as a 
check upon the work. To improve the 
conditions of the experiment in this 
respect the two adjacent rows of the 
two portions of the orchard are of the 
same variety (the Ben Davis), and each 
was well laden with fruit 
The poison 


used was paris green in water mixture 
at the strength of one pound to 225 
gallons of water. During the process 
of application much care was taken 
that as complete mixture as possible 
and thus a uniform strength, should be 
maintained. 
While care in this re- 


spect permits the fruit to receive more 
nearly uniform treatment, it is most 
important in preventing the injury to 
f oilage due to too great st *ength of 
poison, which tends to settle to the 
bottom of the vessel from which it is 
drawn. 


The first application was made June 


1st and 2d. The row of Ben Davis 
trees was given a second treatment on 
June 24th. The remaining trees thus 
received bnt a single application, that 
of June 1st and 2nd. At tho time of 
the first treatment the blossoms were 
falling. On the second application the 
average size of the fruit was that of a 
walnut. 


An examination ot the orchard in the 


second week in September, when a 
fairly careful observation of the trees 
was made in. passing from one to an- 
other, resulted in there being found 
less than a dozen examples of wormy 
fruit on the trees which had received 
the preventive treatment.

Lightning'* Destructive Power. 


Daring the year 1891 205 lives were 


lost (that we know of) in the United 
States east of the Rocky mountains di- 
rectly through the action of lightning. 
How many were lost indirectly, and 
how many cases there were of shattered 
health and more or less permanent in- 
jury, we can only surmise. The finan- 
cial loss due directly to lightning was 
certainly not below $1,600,000. 


To get at something like a commercial 


estimate of the damage done by lightning 
In the past few years in this country, I 
have made use of The Chronicle fire ta- 
bles for the six years 1885-90 and find 
that some 2,238 fires, or 1.0 per cent of 
the whole number, were caused by light- 
ning, and the total loss was $8,886,826, 
or 1.25 per cent of the whole amount lost

Reclaiming Old Babber. 


Crude rubber is worth from 40 to 75 


cents per pound, and yet a pound of hose 
or packing costs very much less. This 
would be hardly practical if it were not 
for the advances that have been made in 
the art of reclaiming or recovering rub- 
ber, which can be done at the total cost 
of about 8 cents per pound. There are 
several largo factories in the country de- 
voted solely to thia purpose, and a great 
many manufacturers do recovering on a 
small scale at the seat of the production 
of new goods. 


These old goods are placed in large 


tanks at the place of reclaiming. A so- 
lution of muriatic or sulphuric acid and 
water is poured upon the waste, and the 
whole set to boiling by a system of steam 
pipes passing through the tank. After 
10 or 13 hours' boiling the cotton fiber, 
which is found in all rubber manufac- 
tures and which is the serious drawback 
in the reclaiming process, disintegrates 
and falls into a powder, and there is no 
difficulty then in the use of the waste.— 
New York Telegram.
